At the Congreuional election* In New York City In 
March, the flr»t election of the new women voter*, 90.8 
per cent, of the registered women voted and only 33.7 per 
cent or the reglgtered men. The women helped to elect 
Tour DemocrUlc Congresamen. "A* a rule women went 
about their politic* In » workmanlike, almost proremional 
manner, said the surprised T ime,. "It was an event out 
or the ordinary ir * woman made a mistake in folding her 
ballot. On the same day women of Vermont voted for 
the first time in municipal elections. In Burlington and 
Colchester 00 per cent, of the women regimrants voted. 
Rutland followed with 80 per cent.. St. Aibans with 75 
per cent.
